The molluscs 
would be collected in their thousands, boiled for days in a lead vat, which would have produced a foul smell, and 
through the heat and exposure to light, the purple dye could be extracted. The heavy labour made the dye highly 
expensive and it was the ultimate sign of wealth and power in the Roman Empire.

The audience, held at Versailles on 1 September 1686, included an exchange of magnificent gifts. The ambassadors 
were to remain at Versailles for several weeks as the King’s guests.

Italy, Paolo Giovio (1483-1552), historian, biographer and collector, bishop of Nocera, uniface bronze 
medal, unknown medallist, bust 1., caricatured as a satyr, loose mantle around his shoulders, the head a 
composite portrait incorporating a lion’s head, a toad, dolphin, tortoise, snail and ape’s head as component 
parts, without legend, 44.5mm. (Attwood 417; Waddington fig. 7), a sharp and contemporary cast, lightly 
patinated, on thin flan, edge ‘clipped’ at top and bottom (from old display mounting), good very fine with the component 
animals clearly visible, extremely rare £200-300 


The present satyr’s head is often found combined with the composite phallic satyr’s head, most often as a poor 
aftercast on a thick flan. Raymond B. Waddington, “Before Arcimboldo — Composite Portraits on Italian Medals”, 
The Medal, 14, Spring 1989, pp. 12-23, argues the case for the attribution of the portrait on the medal to Paolo Giovo. 
He illustrates the specimen in the British Museum (also illustrated by Attwood), which has been engraved ATI — LA 
and expands on the explanation of this and other Atilla medals. 


The monument to Paolo Giovo by Francesco da Sangallo can be found in the Basilica of San Lorenzo, Florence.

Gustav III was assassinated at a masked ball at the Royal Opera House, Stockholm, on 16 March 1792; shot by 
Jacob Johan Anckarstrém as part of a conspiracy of noblemen. He died of infections in the wound on 29 March. 
Anckarstrém, an army officer, was convicted and executed for regicide.

smaller souvenir medals (2), 38.5mm., with his mother; and 32mm; Richard M. Nixon, “The Double 
Standard” (of the Liberal Media), bronze medal, 1977, by W. Williams for R. W. Julian, 63.5mm., 1,349 
specimens struck in bronze, extremely fine or better (4) £70-90 
The gold Congressional Medal, of this design, was presented to Col. Charles A. Lindbergh on 15 August 1930.R. 
W. Julian is better known for his monumental tome, “Medals of the United States Mint, The First Century 1792- 
1892”, but he also produced a series of satirical medals reflecting his strong right-wing political views. Struck by 
the Medallic Art Co., the reverse lists the media’s double standards reporting on, “COHN AFFAIR | LETELIER | 
CHAPPAQUIDICK | “SELLING OF THE PENTAGON” | CAMBODIA | GULAG”.

Agriculture: Essex, Chelmsford, The Royal Agricultural Exhibition, 1856, silver medal, by Messrs. 
Pinches, profile of a massive bull to 1., plough below exergue line, rev. fagade of County Hall, Chelmsford, 
51mm. (JT 56b; Grant ti, p. 57; Pinches - ), bas been polished very fine, very rare, a Victorian brass trinket box, 
the lid inset with another, similar, Chelmsford medal, in copper, set into the lid, the base an Anerley 
Poultry Show copper medal, undated [1856], also by Pinches, showing a splendid cockerel, box 44mm. 
high x 52,5mm. diam., very fine; Worcestershire Agricultural Society, founded 1838, copper medal, by Ottley, 
farmyard with animals and steam traction engine, 63.5mm., extremely fine though surface dull ; Warwickshire 
Agricultural Society, founded 1838, Honorary Medal, pewter, farmyard animals, 53mm., /ime, pierced; 
Toogood & Sons, copper medal, farmyard animals, 44.5mm., extremely fine (5) £120-160 


The Royal Agricultural Exhibition was held in Chelmsford on 11 July 1856, after an invitation from a group of Essex 
farmers. The local people raised £3,000 to run it and it closed with a profit of £540. The second medal in the box 
relates to “a poultry show, upon a very extensive scale [which] was opened ... in the Anerley Gardens, near to the 
Anerley entrance to the Crystal Palace grounds”. Taylor lists the Chelmsford medal from a white metal specimen in 
the British Museum. 


Agriculture: Yorkshire Agricultural Society, Instituted 1837, silver medal, by Benjamin Wyon, awarded 
at the Wetherby Show 1868, “TO M® H[ennry]. Rfowland]. MARSDEN, FOR STONE BREAKER’, standing 
fieure of Ceres, rev. armorial shield within wheat wreath, engraved details around, 55.5mm., in virtually 
pristine maroon leather fitted case of issue, choice extremely fine £140-180 


Henry Rowland Marsden (1823-1876), Mayor of Leeds (1873-75), philanthropist and inventive engineer. He had 
emigrated to America, to New York in 1848, moving to Connecticut in 1850, all the while building his wealth with 
a mass of patents. In 1855 he gained world-wide recognition and much further wealth with his Stone Crusher. In 
1862 he returned to Leeds with his family and set up a factory making his patent stone-crushing machinery, ‘H. 
R. Marsden Ltd, stone breaking machine makers’. It is recorded that he received 45 first class gold and silver medals and 
honours for his inventions. Alas, we can only offer this single medal. 
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1579. Agriculture: The Salford Hundred Society for the Improvement of Agricultural (later the Royal 

Lancashire Agricultural Society), silver prize medal, by Thomas Pingo, awarded 1789, Ceres with 
implements and results of agriculture, worker in field beyond, z# ex. INST SALFORD HVND LANCASHIRE 
MDCCLXVII, rev. engraved details around and within corn wreath, TO JOHN LEIGH ESQ® OF 
OUGHTERINGTON FOR FLOATING THE GREATES QUANTITY OF LAND, 48mm. (Eimer, Pingo 39), 
solder marks to top edge where suspension loop missing, nearly very fine, rare £100-140 
The Leighs of Oughterington Hall, Oughterington, were well respected Cheshire land owners. The medal is named 
to John Leigh (1730-1806). Oughterington Hall was rebuilt in about 1810 and now forms the main building of Lymm 
Grammar School. 
The Salford Hundred Agricultural Society was formed by Thomas Butterworth Bayley (1744-1802). “Floating 
Land” was the practice of diverting streams to flood pastures over the winter months, followed by draining in the 
spring, then pasturing livestock on the dried meadows. Floating provided early fodder for the increasing numbers of 
livestock. The procedure was expensive and was initially confined to the estates of wealthy and literate landowners. 


1580. Cameographs: The Cameograph Company, a pait of Cameograph Medals: Industry, Hugo Hirst 
(1863-1943), Chairman [1910] of GEC [the General Electric Company], uniface bronze Cameograph 
medal, bust r., wearing suit with floral buttonhole, his name r., in field, 35mm. (BHM.-), in blue leather 
fitted case of issue; Egyptology, Veronica Wenefryde Nefertari Bethell (1917-2018), daughter of the 
Egyptologist Capt. the Hon. Richard Bethell (1883-1929), secretary to Howard Carter (and with him at the 
opening of the tomb of Tutankhamun in 1922), uniface gilt Cameograph medal, 1924, bust of the seven 
year-old to t., NEFERTARI BETHELL 1924 in field, 66.5mm., in maroon leather case, a delightful image, both 
extremely fine and both very rare (2) £80-120 


The Cameograph Company was a short-lived enterprise. Established in 1924, it went into voluntary liquidation in 1931. 
BorninGermanyas Hugo Hirschhewas, with Gustav Binswanger (later Gustav Byng) theco-founder of theGeneralElectric 
Company, Ltd.,in 1889. The firstmedal probably dating to 1925 when Hirstreceived his baronetcy. Hewaslater (1934) tobe 
1st Baron Hirst. Between 1928-1930 he was Master of the Worshipful Company of Glaziers and Painters of Glass. 
The ‘curse’ on those who had disturbed the tomb of Tutankhamun also fell on the Bethells. In 1929 he was found 
dead in his bed at an exclusive Mayfair club, from a suspected smothering; three months later his father, the 3rd Baron 
Westbury, also died suddenly. The young Nefertari was named after the Egyptian queen and first of the Great Royal 
Wives of Ramesses the Great. She married in 1941, Lt-Col James [Jimmy] Innes (1915-2004).

When issued as a set, it is believed there are 46 different cards from Argentina to Venezuela. The other countries here 
are, Bulgaria, Denmark, Egypt, Finland, Japan, German Newguinea (sic), Mexico, Morocco, Russia, Spain, Swede (sic) 
and Norway, La Turquie (in French), United States of North-America and Venezuela. 


Dogs: the St. Bernard Club, founded 1882 and the National St. Bernard Club, a pair of silver medals, 
c. 1907, by J. A. Restall, head of a St. Bernard 1.; by Fattorini & Sons, standing St. Bernard r. (named 
CH. VIOLA), below legend in scroll and Royal arms, revs. wreath, 51.5mm., Birmingham Hallmarks, 
first unclear, second 1906, almost extremely fine, scarce, Morocco, Société Canine du Maroc, bronze medal, 
unsigned, undated, deer hunt, border of dog portraits, rev. wreath, 45mm., extremely fine (3) £80-120 


The dog depicted on the second medal was photographed in 1907, “Mr. J. W. Proctor’s CH. VIOLA by CH. PARSIFAL 
AND CH. WOGLINDE. Bred by Messrs Inman and Walmsley”. 


Education: Beaumont College (College of St Stanislaus), Windsor, a pair of silver medals, c.1910-14, 
awarded to Edgar Guillet, a French Great War hero; Madonna within quadrilobe, SEDES SPIENT/E— ORA 
PRO NOBIS, rev. the facade of the College, 56mm. (Taylor 55a), in pristine fitted maroon leather cases of 
issue, named on lid, EDGAR GUILLET, both choice mint state and superb architectural medals (2) £300-400 
Edgar Guillet came from the Rouyer-Guillet family, makers of cognac since 1701 and where the Maison Rouyer 
Guillet, based at the Chateau Rouyer-Guillet in Saintes, was considered as one of the most prestigious Cognac 
producers. Edgar Guillet joined the French army in 1914 at the age of 17, serving in the 2nd Bn (les Perigourdins), of 
412 Régiment d’Infanterie, where he was known as “L’Anglais”. He served on several sectors of L’Aisne and Verdun 
where he was awarded the Croix de Guerre. He was killed in action in a counter attack between Soissons and Rheims 
on 23 July 1918 for which he posthumously received France’s highest bravery decoration, the Médaille Militaire. His 
brother Albert R. Guillet, was, at the age of 21, the first French Irish Guards officer and survived the War. 

Edgar Guillet appears on the Rolls of Honour of both Beaumont College and Wimbledon High School. 

Beaumont College was in the house originally built for Warren Hastings (1732-1818), Governor-General of India, 
though as rebuilt by Henry Emlyn with a massive central portico. The House was purchased by the Society of 
Novices in 1861. The medal cases have maket’s name of “Hunt & Roskell Ltd., late Storr & Mortimer in alliance with 
J. W. Benson Ltd”. 
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1584. Education: Highgate School [Sir Roger Cholmeley’s School at Highgate], a pair of Victorian prize 
medals, silver and copper, undated, arms and motto, ALTIORA IN VOTIS, 43.5mm., nicely mounted in 
citcular [108mm] oak frames, seemingly mint state, Borough of East Ham, Education Committee, family 
medals for perfect attendance: set of 5 copper medals, 1903 (J. Ryan); 1903, 1904, 1905-6, 1906 (E. Ryan), 
first two with St. George design, others with shields, 39.5mm., in fitted case (by A. H. Darby, Medallist, 
Birmingham); others (3), all St. George, 1900, 1902 (D. Ryan), both cased (one case damaged); 1902 (J. Ryan), 
all with suspension rings; Scotland, Edinburgh, a pair of copper medals to John Linton Gray, Royal High 
School, Sir Walter Scott Club, Essay Competition, undated, 54mm.; University, prize for Statistics, 1924, 
51.5mm., both cased, extremely fine (10) £100-140 
Highgate School was founded in 1565; amongst its old boys are Gerard Manley Hopkins (1844-1889) and Sir John 
Betjeman (1906-1984), who was taught there by T S. Eliot. John Linton Gray was the author of The Nation’s Intelligence, 
published in 1936. 


1585. Education: Faversham, Kent, Queen Elizabeth’s Grammar School, silver medal for Classics, 1915 
(George William Odey), Queen enthroned under canopy, Royal and Cinque Port arms either side, rev. 
legend and naming, 50.5mm., in case of issue; Baptist Missionary Society, 1792-1922, bronze medal, by 
Messts. J. R. Gaunt, facade of Mission House, 44.5mm., in case of issue; St. George’s Hospital, Hyde Park 
Corner, bicentenary, 1933, small bronze medal, by Mappin & Webb, facade, rev. St. George (after Pistrucci), 
32.5mm. (BHM.-), in green leather case of issue, a// extremely fine (3) £50-70 
George William Odey, CBE, DL (1900-1985) went on to University College, London. In 1947 he was elected as the 
Conservative MP for Howdenshire. After the boundary changes for the 1950 General Election he was MP for the 
newly created Beverley constituency, holding the seat for 5 years when the constituency was abolished. His business 
career was in leather and tanning, joining Barrow, Hepburn and Gale and, after several mergers becoming chairman 
of the Barrow Hepburn Group in 1937. In 1974 he was appointed Honorary President. 


1586. Education: Oxford, Richard Foxe [Fox] (c.1448—1528), Lord Privy Seal to Henry VII and Henry VU, 
statesman, diplomatist and philanthropist, Bishop of Winchester; founder of Corpus Christi College - the 
Tercentenary of the foundation celebrated, large silver Medal, 1817, by G. F. Pidgeon, bust of the blind 
Foxe, almost full face, eyes closed, wearing ecclesiastical cap and gown, rev. legend on tablet within wreath, 
70mm. (MI.27/1, in copper only; BHM.959, R’, copper only; Eimer 1104), edge bruised and has been cleaned, 
very fine and rare £120-160 


The medal is clearly signed PIDGEON. SCULP.,, on the obverse, the attribution to E. Avern (Brown, Eimer) is the 
result of confusion with the abbreviated signature on the reverse, in Latin, “RB ET R AVRRR AAA FP’, for “Rundell, 
Bridge and Rundell. Goldsmiths and Silversmiths”. The portrait is after a painting by Joannes Corvus (fl. 1512 — 
1544). The tercentenary was celebrated on 18 June 1817.

Exploration: Belgian Congo, Jules Renkin (1864-1938), voyage to the Belgian Congo, bronze medal, 
1909, by Jules Jourdain, bust 1., rev. vignette of the ships, SS Bruxellesville and SS Léopoldville, legend below, 
60mm.

Jules Renkin (1864-1938) was Prime Minister for the Belgian Colonies. SS Bruxellesville was later sold and, under the 
ownership of the Spanish Compafiia Trasmediterranea, was bombed and beached in March 1943; re-floated but 
bombed again and sunk, May 1943. The SS Léopoldville was built by Harland & Wolff, Belfast for the Compagnie 
Belge Maritime du Congo. She was sold in 1914. The medal was commissioned by Sir Alfred Jones, Chairman of the 
Compagnie Belge Maritime du Congo. 


Florence Nightingale (1820-1910), superior white metal Tribute Medal, 1856, by Thomas Ryan Pinches 
(1825-1869), within an oval cartouche, her half-length seated figure, reading, her name to either side, rev. 
within palms, crowned VR in shield, AS A MARK OF ESTEEM AND GRATITUDE FOR HER DEVOTION TO 
- THE QUEEN’S BRAVE SOLDIERS - BLESSED ARE THE MERCIFUL, CRIMEA, 41.5mm. (BHM.2668A; 
Eimer 1493; Fearon 305.11, none isting this variety, Allen SY-1856/0010, R°), in fitted (Thomas Ottley) black 
leather case, struck with a superior matt surface resembling silver, choice extremely fine and very rare £100-150 
The medal was struck in 1856 and the more common variety was sold by Messrs Pinches at the Crystal Palace in 
Sydenham. Queen Victoria, Prince Albert and other members of the Royal Family attended a Peace Féte at the 
Crystal Palace on 9 May 1856, at which she unveiled the (unpopular) Scutari Monument by (Pietro) Carlo Giovanni 
Battista Marochetti in the presence of Florence Nightingale and Crimean veterans. The monument was shipped out 
to the Old Barrack Hospital, Scutari [Turkey] the following year. A unique specimen of the medal in silver, named 
to Florence Nightingale, was sold at Baldwin’s Auctions, No. 74 (lot 2076). Another white metal example is in the 
Florence Nightingale Museum at St. Thomas Hospital, London. The medal’s portrait is copied from a painting by 
Juan Buckingham Wandesforde, (1817-1902), though the image is reversed. 


Maritime: Samoa, H.M.S. Cal//ope, the typhoon at Samoa, copper medal, 1889, the Marquis de Leuville’s 
tribute, de Leuville arms, rev. BRITISH SEAMANSHIP AND CAPTAIN H.C. CANE. .., 30mm. (BHM.3374A; 
MH.642; MG.1480; Fearon 340.4); a second, pewter, both very fine, traces of gilding on first, second pierced for 
suspension; Board of Trade, 19" century copper medal, ‘Proof of Service at a Wreck’ / “Rocket Apparatus’, 
Imperial crown, rev. port-side view of three-masted frigate, 36.5mm., virtually mint state (3) £80-120 
H.M.S. Calliope was present in the harbour at Apia in Samoa, attempting to moderate in a colonial stand-off between 
ships of the United States and Imperial German navies. One of eleven ships present when the typhoon struck, she 
was the only one to survive, thanks to the superb seamanship of Captain Henry Coey Kane (1843-1917). 
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1590. Maritime: France, the Light Cruiser, Jeanne d’Arc, launched 1930, bronze medal, by Georges-Henri 
Prud@’homme (1873-1947), undated, bust of Jeanne d’Arc |., names of the three cities, Orleans, Reims, 
Rouen below, rev. shields of arms of the cities, 58.5mm., in fitted case of issue, lid stamped in gilt, “Croiseur 
JEANNE D’ARC”’, extremely fine, Jeanne d’Arc, 500" anniversary of her death, bronze plaquette, 1931, ber 
bust 1., rev. a cross held up to Jeanne d’Arc as she burns at the stake, 72.5 x 51.5mm.

The cruiser Jeanne d’Arc was built for the Marine Nationale as a training ship. After the fall of France, she escaped to 
Halifax, later sailing with the Free French. She resumed duties as a training ship after the War, being retired in 1964. 
The medal is also found with a ship portrait on the reverse.

The Calcutta Cup, originally known as the Silver Cashmere Cup, was presented to the R & A by the Calcutta Golf 
Club (later the Royal Calcutta Golf Club). Rules were established and implemented in August 1885 with fifty-two 
members participating. Today the Calcutta Cup is played for each year at the R & A as the premier Foursomes 
competition. There seems to have been a second Calcutta Cup competed for at the Royal Blackheath Golf Club, who, 
in 1873, had sent a gold prize medal to the Calcutta Golf Club. In return the Calcutta Golf Club presented the Royal 
Blackheath with a “magnificent silver trophy”, first competed for in 1879 and reputedly fashioned out of the same 
hoard of silver rupees from which the later England-Scotland rugby trophy was made.

He served in the RAMC from 1915 to 1920, with the rank of Major, and 
was in charge of a Medical Division and Consultant Physician, Aldershot Command (mentioned in despatches). He 
was medical officer in charge of the British Olympic teams from 1912 until 1948, president of the British Association 
of Sports and Medicine, and a fellow of the Royal Society of Medicine. The second brother Sir Solly Abrahams 
competed in the 1906 and 1912 Olympic Games. In 1947 he was elected president of Britain’s oldest athletic club, 
the London Athletic Club. The third brother was Harold Abrahams, in 1924 the first European to win an Olympic 
sprint gold medal. He had also participated in the 1920 Olympic Games. In 1924 he established a British long jump 
record of 24 feet, 2'/ inches, a record that stood for the next 32 years. Harold Abrahams was immortalised in the 
1981 film Chariots of Fire.
